Announcement that Hill would re- 
turn to Streator without legal resist- 
ance came after Hill, through attor- 
neys engaged by his father, Dr. H. 
C. Hill, to defend him here, had 
waived extradition. This 
‘made possible an earlier 
Illinois than the officers anticipated,

Score of Women Victims 

Identify Prisoner Who 
Boasts of Crimes and 
Loot He Obtained. 


Chicago. September 8§.—(#)—A 
slim dark-haired man of 27 who work- 
ed in a department store as clerk in 
the dgytime and prered on women 
three nights a week while waiting to 
meet his wife and escort her home 
from work today was identified by 
more than a score of women victims 
as Chicago's elusive “cat bandit,’’ for 
whom the police have been searching 
for a year, — 

The “eat,’’ who identified himself as 
William E. Mitchell, formerly of St. 
Louis, readily confessed the robberies 
of many unescorted women and bo.st- 
ed an $8,000 bank account as a re- 
sult of his campaign. Besides this, 
jewelry valued at several thousand 
dollars was found in his apartment. 

Pounces on Women. 

The “cat bandit” won his name 
from the stealthy way in which he 
crept upon unescorted women at 
taht. pouncing on them from behind 
and dragging them into a dark alley 
where he robbed them and faded_ into 
the darkness. 

His wife worked and his heldups 
invariably were committed on Twes- 
dav, Friday and Saturday nights 
when he met her and escorted her 
home at 10 o'clock.

Chicago Bankers Prepare

Washington, September 8&.—New 
controversies involving the federal re- 
loom as a result of its 
action in arbitrarily reducing the 
Reserve bank over protest of the Chi- 
eago Wank's directors, 

That there is a serious question 
as to the legal authority of the board 
to establish a new rate for any of 
twelve federal reserve banks is 
conceded. It is admitted that a court 
test might result in a decision that 
the initial action for a change in rate 
must be taken by an individual bank, 
subject only to the approval of the 
board. 

Even if directors of the Chicago 
Federal Reserve bank should fail to 
make a court issue of the matter, there 
will be a strong desire on the part 
of banking interests throughout the 
country to have the board's powers 
more clearly defined. The action in 
the Chicago case establishes a prece- 


dent, it being the first time in the. 


history of the federal reserve system 
that the board has overriden the 
wishes of the directors of a federal 
reserve bank in this manner. While 
its action on an 
opinion given by the attorney general 


ion has always been open to question. 

In the present situation it is the 
understanding that the federal re- 
serve board exerted its influence to 
bring several of the banks into line 
with the movement for the reduction 
rediscount rates, The Chicago

Statistics Show 
Student Suicide 
Rage All Bunk 


New York, September 8.—(4)—Sui- 
cide has been steadily decreasing in 
the United States, especially among 
the younger age groups, says the Met- 
ropolitan Life Insurance company in 
a review of statistics from the “ten 
original registration states’ for the 
period from 1909 to 1924. 

The figures were issued to offset 
the importance attached recently to 
the so-called “youthful suicide wave.’’ 
The figures indicate, the company 
said, “the opposite of what recent 
newspaper discussion would have led 
us to believe.”’ 

The most favorable showing was 
in the age group from 10 to 19 years, 
the figures showed, with the group 
from 20 to 29 ranking second. The 
third greatest decrease occurred in 
the age group from 30 to 59, while 
the lowest relative decrease was in 
the group beyond 60 years of age. 

Disappointments at summer resorts, 
financial reverses suffered by summer 
indulgences and automobiles were 
largely blamed for an increased num- 
ber of suicides and motor fatalities in 
July.

The visits are 
being made, he is informed, in view 
of a movement planned to remove the 
protective tariff on manganese. 

Manganese, a metal used in the 
manufacture of iron and steel, is ex- 
tensively produced in the vicinity of 
Cartersville, Ga., Dr. McCallie says. 
It is found in ihe northern section of 
Georgia, in the Piedmont plateau and 
the Appalachian sections, Its wide dis- 
tribution, he says, is shown by the 
occurrence of deposits in Lincoln 
county, near the Georgia-South Caro- 
lina line, in Towns county, near the 
North Carolina state line, and in 
Whitfield and Catoosa counties, near 
the Tennessee line. 

Mr. Tyler and other representatives 
of the tariff commission are expected 
to visit the more important properties 
in Georgia and Arkansas, Dr. McCal- 
lie says.

From time im- 
memorial we have 
been obsessed with 
the belief that the 


living of our peo- 
ple and the genera! 
prosperity of our 
state are dependent 
upon the quantity 
and value of the 
cotton raised with- 
in our borders. In the old days of 


slavery, when there was scarcely any 


competition from the cotton fields of 
other countries, that idea seemed valid 
enough and worked out to a satisfac- 
tory demonstration. Now, however, 
conditions haye changed with refer- 
ence to the cotton’ industry, both in 
our own state and country and in the 
other countries of the world where it 
is possible to successfully cultivate 
the fleeey staple. Competition is 
coming from the cotton growing ter- 
ritories of the Brilish empire, espe- 
cially, including India, the Sudan, 
Uganda and South Africa, and also 
from the independent fields of Egypt. 
Consequently, the.-southern cotton 
planter can no longer depend upon a 
constant and profitable market de- 
mand for his annual crop. 

The factors of uncertainty connect- 
ed with his cotton raising operations 
is making it imperative that he 
should revise his calculations of cost 
and profits and find out definitely 
whether he is engaged in a business 
that is more than a gamble and upon 
which he can depend for a sure liv- 
ing from year to year and a reason- 
able increment of his investment or 
surplus capital. 

Does Cotton Pay Out in Georgia? 


Here in Georgia until within quite 
recent years our agricultural industry 
has been Jargely based on cotton. The 

verage farmer, finding that the 
Renikers and supply men of the towns 
would give him credit only upon the 
basis of his probable cotton output, 
refused to become interested in diver- 
sified farming. He would not stop to 


calenlate the saving to himself and/: 


family by raiging the common bulk of 
his home supplies. He considered the 
time and labor and land employed 
upon diversification crops as _ loss, 
rather than gain, because it reduced 
his cotton crop and thereBy reduced 
his credit with the banker and the 
merchant. 
- Hence Georgia has been cursed ever 
since the civil war by a great army 
of “all-cotton farmers,” not a tithe 
of whom have been able to keep out 
of the clutches of the sheriff of their 
county. 

If raising cotton is so certain a 


life-saving operation for the farmer, 
why is it that in the last five years 
68,637 farms have been abandoned in 
this state? 

Why is it that the farms in Geor- 
resting today under mort- 
gages that total $40,000,000, a sum- 
total four times greater than a larger 
number of Georgia farms were carry- 
ing in 1910? 

If cotton is such an “all-gold crop” 
and so sure.a “debt lifter,” it is up 
to someone of the all-cotton advocates 
to explain this quadrupling of mort- 
gages on the cotton farms of the state 
Within 15 years and the inerease of 
the interest annually paid by farmers 
from $700,000 a year to $3,000,000, 
as that interest stands for 1926-7. 

Oneysingular fact in this connection 
is that there are counties in Georgia, 
and that, too, in south Georgia, which 
has been popularly claimed as “the 
garden spot of the south,” from which 
the improved lands are returned to 
the comptroller general for taxes at 
$2.20 per acre, and that sum is ex- 
actly the amount per acre of the 
present mortgage debt upon all the 


farms of the state.

Prospective Crop of Cotton 
Off 800,000 Bales in August

Washington, September 8.—()—A 
decline of SOO.000 bales in the prospec- 
tive cotton cro» this year occurred 
during August, the boll weevil being the 
dominating factor in the situation, 
the department of agriculture’ an- 
nounced today in its September cotton 
report. A forecast of 12,692,000 equiv- | 
alent 500-pound bales, was made! 
by the crop reporting board for this 
year's crop as compared with 13.492,-| 
000 bales a month ago and 17,977,574) 
bales picked last year. 

“Propagation of the boll 
has been accelerated by wet weather 
over much of the belt,” the crop) 
reporting board said. “Infestation | 
has increased materially in all infest-,; 
ed areas, and the area where weevils 
are prevalent has extended northward | 
materially during August, Present | 
damage to squares and young bolls is | 
yery great, but more of the bottom! 
crop escaped injury than in the years | 
1920 to 19253 when the total damage | 
due to the boll weevils was very 
great, 

“The present extent of the infesta- | 
tion has quite generally checked fruit- | 
ing and the probability of any impor- 
tant top crop is small over large 
areas. In the northern portion of 
the belt cool weather has “not only 
favored propagation of the weevils. 
but has retarded the develpment of 
the crop.” 

The board's comment continued : 

“Bol! worm, leaf worm, red spider, 
rust and root rot are reported from 
many areas, but damage from these is 
probably on the whole not more thar 
usual, 

“Comments by states follow: 

“Virginia—The weevil damage 
much worse than in previous years. 
Practically all squares and more than 
90 per cent of the immature bolls are; 
being punctured in all but the north- 
ern counties of the coastal sections. | 
Serious damage is also being done in| 
a large proportion of the lower Pied- | 
mont area. | 

“South Carolina—Weevils are suf-! 
ficiently numerous in all except in the. 
northwest districts of the state to pre- 
vent any further cotton being made 
during the remainder of the season. 
Field counts show that about 71 per 
cent of immature bolls have been pune- 
tured. Dry weather has caused <hed- 
ding in the northwestern district, so’ 
that very little top crop is expected. 

“Georgia—The decline in condition 
was general throughout the state and 
resulted mainly from continued wee- | 
vil damage in the south and an ex-| 
tension of the area of heavy damage 
north. With blooming checked several! 
weeks ago, and weevils damaging one- 
half to three-fourths grown .olls, a 
modetate bottom crop is all that may 
he expected from the coastal plain 
and lower Piedmont sections. In the 
northern counties a considerable loss 
in condition occurred as a result of 
unseasonably cool. dry weather, fol- 
lowing a period of frequent rains. 
checking development of plants and 
causing excessive shedding of squares 
and young bolls.
